JOHN G.. HANEY ADDRESSED | 
MACLEOD AUDIENCE | 


John G. Haney, superintendent of | 
International Harvester Company | 
demonstration farms visited ‘ac. 
‘leod Wednesday afternoon, and. de-| 
livered a most interesting and in-| 


chair, There was a fair audience 


that very few of the local farmers 
were present, which was very much 
to be regretted, as Mr. Haney’s ad- 
dress was teeming with practical 
advice and suggestions, not only to 
the irrigation farmer but also to 
the dry farmer, and not only to the 
farmer with some capital, but also 
to the farmer just sterting with 
very little capital. 

in opening his address Mr. Haney 
referred to soil drifting, stating 
that the only solution was an entire 
change of farming, by rotation of 
crops. The soil required more fibre, 
and that could only be secured by | 
rotation of crops, sowing the land 
to grasses such as alfalfa, brome. 
and sweet clover, and also by put- 
ting the manure back on the field. 

Sweet clover has been found to be 
the yreatest feed crop grown, and 
he stressed the facet that where the 
farmer had gone in for growing 
sweet clover he could) milk more 
cows, feed more hogs, raise more 
chickens, and so make a success of 
farming in spite of bad years; he 
would have better soil and more 
profit, more pastures and better dis- 
tribution of work and income. Grow 
your own feed, he said, and feed it, 
don’t sell it; grow your own 
vegetables, don’t buy them in the 
stores; have your own milk and 
butter, What’s a home without a) 
cow. A farmer to be a success must) 
study his business and plan every- 
thing on the farm, just the same as 
any mercantile business is planned 
and=orun- on properly devised 
methods. The farmer who plans 
and studies his business very soon 
makes a real home for himself and 
family, not just a place to live in, 
The cow, the hog, the chickens and 
the garden, makes rich soil, builds 
good homes, makes prosperous com- 
munities, and gives the farmer the 
most uniform income. A farmer 
who farms in the right way has a 
bank account, not a store account. 
Mixed farming divides the risk, the 
eggs are not all in the one basket, 
as is the case with the wheat farm- 
er. No permanence could be secured 
by the one crop system, The land 
would get worn out, the soil would 
drift, and soon it would be impos- 
siblé to grow profitable crops. By 
keeping live stock, growing feed 
crops in rotation with grain, the 
farm can be built up to the highest 
production. Mr. Haney also spoke o 

‘a small flock of sheep on the farm 
as a profitable side lime, they clean 
up the weeds and waste turning it 
into mone¥y-~Sheep do well on sweet 
clover. Of the feed crops alfalfa 
and sweet clover were stressed as 
being most valuable( on irrigated 

«lands, each having its place, 
former for hay and the latter 
pasture, and for plowing dewn H 
stated that alfalfa was cqual to 
bran for milk production, and that! 
sweet clover would grow anywhere, | 
dry, stony or gumbo soils, low, wet 
or even alkali lands. He also spoke 
of growing sunflowers and the value 
of a silo on the farm, describing the 
‘various kinds of silos, but specially 
the trench silo, which can be made 
at very little expense. 

Permanence in agriculture is Mr, 
Haney’s special gospel, and he 
declares enthusiastically that the 
only methods by which permancency 
will be secured is by live stock and 
crop rotation. 

At the of his address Mr. 
Haney was asked a number of ques- 
tions, on various subject, which he 
answered in a most satisfactory 
manner,
